DUBLIN FIRMS AT LAW. 


At the Law Courts rday, before the 
Lord Chief Justice and a city special jury, 
the case of Edward Lee and Co., Ltd., v.

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COUNTY COUNCILS’ 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 
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At yesterday's sitting of the General Coan- 
cil of the County Councils in Dublin, Senator 
P. W: Kenny presiding, it was agreed that the 
qualifications of all candidates for surgical, . 
medical and veterinary appointments by local 
health authorities should be in accordance 


have a regulation that 
Bó me nm sr Ain d gs 

s recommenda was adopted. 

It was agreed to recommend the establish- 
ment of & medical service paid by the State, 
and appointed under arrangements by the 
State Health Authority; and it was also 
agreed that present permissive health legis- 
lation should be made mandatory on local au- 
thorities. 

With regard to the proposal that tubercu- 
losis, both human and bovine, he compulsorily 
notifiable, Mr. P. T, Daly moved that vene- 
real diseases should also notifiable. He 
said that until they grappled with that sub- 
ject they would never be able to stamp it out. 
They were supposed to be an island of saints | 
and scholars, but in the Dublin clinic he was 
thunderstruck at what he saw. The only way 
to stamp out that disease was by making it 


notifiable. 

Dr. White said that it was a difficult 
problem, but he did not think notification 
would be helpful. 

Mr. Walsh proposed that the Government 
be asked to consider whether effective steps 
could not be taken to make the disease no- 
tifiable without. the risk of giving rise to 
greater evils. 

Mr. Daly said that should not dele- 
ate their responsibility to any other body. 

e accepted his responsibility in the matter. 

“A NATIONAL QUESTION.” 

Dr. White seconded Mr. Walsh’s motion. 
He said it was a national question. He was 
not in favour of notification. He thought the 
question should first be considered by the 
medica] profession. 

Eventually & resolution p d by Mr. 
O'Kelly was adopted to the effect that all in- 
fectious and contagious diseases dangerous to 
health should be compulsorily notifiable. 

It was agreed that. power should be given 
to the tuberchlosis medical officer of health 
to isolate persons cuffering from 
tubercular diseases in cases where he con- 
considers isolation essential in the interests of 
public health. 

It was also agreed to recommend that the 
forthcoming legislation should include pro- 
visions for the effective inspection of cattle in 
res of bovine tuberculosia, effective appli- 
cation of the tuberculin test to the milk 
supply, end inspection of cowsheds, dairies, 
bakeries, and slaughterhouses.

The Council then went on to consider the 
Public Health Schemes, and it was agreed 
that the services of district nutses should be 
made available in connection with county 
health schemes. 

Mr. Walsh proposed that as soon as prac- 
ticable nurses should supersede relieving offi- 
cers in age acne. outdoor relief. 

Mr. O’Kelly proposed as an amendment that 
as soon as practicable district medical and 
surgical nurses, should be. provided, part. of 
whose duties would be to look after boarded- 
out children and children at service,

The report of the Standing Committee on |. 


Reconstruction snggested that works in which 
the State might usefully intervene should be

NOT A LIVING WAGE. 

The Chairman remarked that the pre-war 
rate of wages for unskilled workers was not 
a living wage.

“That the rate of wages paid to unskilled 
workers on these works should not exceed the 
pre-war rate in each district by more than 
25 per cent., plus the enhanced cost of 
living.”’ 

Mr..O'Flynn seconded, and the amendment 
was adopted. 

It was agreed that, in view of the existing 
financial pressure on the Government in dis- 
charging claims for. compensation, first con- 
sideration should be given to schemes which 
promised an early prospect of return. It 
was also felt that preference should be given 
to works in areas within reasonable distance 
of populous centres. 

The Council adopted the suggestion of the 
Committee that men demobilised from the 
National Army, and not otherwise absorbed 
in productive industry, should be employed 
on national works, the location of which 
would entail construction camps being pro- 


vided. 
WORK. FOR 50,000 MEN. 

The Chairman said that the Government, 
hetween the demobilisation of the Army and 
the releasing of the prisoners, would have to 
provide for 50,000 men whom they could not 
throw on the overcrowded labour market. 
The Government should employ these men on 
gs of these schemes, instead of casting them 
adrift. 

MATERNITY AND CHILD WELFARE. 

It was resolyed that the Council approve

T. Foran, General President, Irish 1ransport 
Workers’ Union, and George Spain, P. Kelly, 
L Redmond, and J. McCarthy, other repre- 
sentatives of the union, as well as representa- 
tives of the Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union. 

When the conference opened it was decided 
that the representatives of the Federation 
and the Transport Union should first go into 
consultation, and that discussions should 
afterwards take place between the employers 
and the representatives of the other trades 
union, 

Messrs. Barry and Hewat outlined the rea- 
sons why @ reduction in the dockers’ wages 
should be put into operation, and Mr. Foran, 
on replying for the dockers, ed that the 
cost of living was much lower in England and 
Scotland, where the rates of wages were 10s. 
at the larger go and 9s. at the smaller 
ports—the level to which employers claim 
Ea wages should be reduced in the Free 

tate. 


Messrs. Barry and Hewat had to leave the 
conference at one o'clock to attend a meeting 
pf the Port and Docks Board, and it was 
agreed to adjourn until three o’clock. 

When the conference was resumed it sat 
until six o’clock, when it became evident that 
it was not possible to arrive at an agreement. 


POSTPONEMENT SUGGESTED. 


As a result of inquiries made in various 
circles last evening, it was ascertained that 
the representatives of the Transport Union 
suggested a postponement of the proposed 
‘‘cut’’ in wages, but that the employers could 
not accept the proposal. It was then sug- 
gested that the whole question should be re- 
ferred to arbitration, but the representatives 
of the Transport Union would not agree to 
this course. The shipowners expressed their 
determination to proceed with the reduction, 
and to enforce the first ‘‘ cut ” of 2s. a day on 
Monday. 

The conference then came to an end. 

Subsequently the representatives of the 
Amalgamated Tratisport Workers’ Union 
discussed the situation with the shipowners. 
They were informed of what had happened 
at the first conference, but in the absence of 
their General Secretary, Mr. O’Harte, who is 
in London, they declined to express any 
opinion on the matter. 

It is understood that several of the ship- 
owners from the provincial seaports are stay- 
ing in Dublin over the week-end, and it is 
possible that a further conference may be 
arranged, as the Government are fully alive 
to the need for a speedy settlement. 

A’ grave situation will arise on Monday if 


at the Port of Dublin and at every other port 
in the Free State will be brought to a stand- 
still. A conference, of course, may be called, 
but at the moment there is nothing to indicate 
that even then agreement would be reached. 


PIG-KILLING SUSPENDED AT CORK. 


Our Cork Correspondent states that in view 
of the threatened stoppage of work at the 
port as a consequence of the 2s. “cut” in 
dockers’ wages which comes into operation 
next Monday, the killing of pigs at the 
factories of Messrs. Lunham and Denny, 
bacon curers, has been suspended. The dockers’ 
present wages in Cork are 14s. per day, and 
resistance to the reduction is threatened. If a 
strike takes place transport facilities will cease 
to be available.

ENGLISH CITIES SWELTERING. 


From Oun Own COnRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Thursday Night. 

After the hottest night for twenty-three 
years, the mercury to-day mounted higher 
than ever. All over the country humanity 
had to endure conditions resembling those of 
4 Turkish bath. It was hotter than ever in 
Manchester, and the central streets of the 
city were almost unbearable. Yet, even so, 
the temperature at noon was five degrees 
cooler than it was in London. 

There is.no immediate sign of any relaxa- 
tion of the heat wave. 

Temperature was high, especially inland, 
where it exceeded 90 d at 
several places, reaching 94 degrees Fahrenheit 
at Andover, 93 at h and South Farn-

Bournemouth. 

In London as early as 9 a.m. to-day the 
temperature was 80 in the shade; by 
10 it was 84, and at 3 p.m. it rose to 92, 
the hottest day at that time since 1911. 
Yesterday was the eighth successive day on 
which a shade temperature of above 80 had 
been registered in don. 

The nights are as tropical as the days. 
Many people found it impossible to sleep, and 
staved out in the open as long as possible. 

The tarred roads in the Yorkshire Wolds 
melted under the feet of the horses, and at 
Caterham the main Croydon to Eastbourne 
road has been so softened that in places 
vehicles found difficulty in getting along. 

MANY COLLAPSES. SEVERAL 
DEATHS. 

The great heat was. responsible for many 
collapses. At Newport, Mon., where the 
temperature reached 93, a number of people 
fainted in the streets; at Brynmawr many 
women fainted during a Church Service, and 
the preacher from City aile London, 
brought the sermon to an early conclusion. 
Victor Harris, aged 36, collapsed while on 
light steel work at Lysaghts, and succumbed. 

James Graves, aged 53, of Merchants 
Cottages, East Wall, Dublin, was overcome 


by the heat in the West road, North Wall, 


and died, 

Over a score of girls in one establishment 
at -Reading fainted, and several utterly 
collapsed, having to return home quite un- 
able to continue their duties. 

At Braintree, Essex, a number of pea 
pickers in the fields broke down, and some 
had to be taken to hospital. Mrs. Sarah 
Turner, aged 65, of Pattiswick, collapsed on 
her way home from the :pea fields and died. 

Torrid conditions were experienced at Hull. 
One of a party of boys bathing in the Humber 
got into difficulties, and was rescued with 
great gallantry by a docker on strike. : 

Two young men, Henry Purnell and David 
Stanley Davies, both of Dowlais, were 
drowned while bathing in a pond there 
to-day. 


FLOOD HAVOC IN SPAIN, 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE.

Fifty-six Germans, seeking relief from the 
heat wave, have been drowned in the Rhine 
in the vicinity of Dusseldorf since Saturday 
night. The heat wave reached the highest 
point of the. summer yesterday with a 
temperature of 93. The capacity of the bath 
barges is totally inadequate, and thousands 
are risking their lives by going directly. into 
the open river. It is estimated that the 
Rhine will claim at least a hundred victims 
this week if the heat spell ‘continues.

SHANGHAI, Thursday. 

How the brigands of Shantung three weeks 
ago wrecked the Tientsin express and carried 
om 35 foreigners, of whom they still hold 14, 
is known to your readers.

ISMET'S NEW DEMANDS. 


PEACE: AGAIN RECEDING: 
ULTIMATUM TALK. 


| LAUSANNE, Thursday. 

A serious, sudden, and unexpected situa- 
tion arose at this afternoon’s private meeting 
of the principal Allied delegates and Turks, 
necessitating the Allies again referring to 
their Government’s for instructions. 

To the surprise of everybody, Ismet Pasha 
has gone back on what he agreed to at Sun- 
day’s sitting with reference to the Con- 
‘cessions protocol, and insists on the with- 
drawal of the Allied warships simultaneously 
with the evacuation of the troops. 

The meeting broke up in a disturbed 
atmosphere, and the Allies separated with- 
ee the Turks. The result pro- 
d a most deplorable impression in Allied 
circles, and the outcome of the crisis is viewed 
with no little concern.—({Reuter.) 

The situation which has arisen recalls 
vividly the events of February 4th, when the 
Turks went back on the. points already 
settled, and brought about the suspension of 
the Conference. : 

Consternation prevails at the conduct, of the 
Turks in not respecting their given word, 
and for the first time possibility of present- 
ing’ an ultimatum is seriously envisaged in 
some quarters as the only means of bringing 
the Turks to their senses. 

This . afternoon's meeting was very un- 
satisfactory, but the Allied delegates declined 
to say more than the fact. that Ismet Pasha 
went back on three points in the Concessions 
Protocol which he agreed to on Sunday night, 
while the question of the withdrawal of the 
warships was still outstanding. 

Ismet Pasha flatly refused to agree to the 
presence of two warships of each of the in- 
viting. Powers, pending the coming into force 
of the Straits Convention, and he demands 
the immediate application of Article 2 of that 
Convention, limiting fhe number of ships and 


tonnage. 

This the Allies contend is a judicial impossi- 
bility until the Treaty is ratified. There will 
be no further sitting, ding the receipt 
of instructions from the Allied Governments.—

ment. They have, in fact, avoided both ex- 
remes, and have found the cour- 
age and the wisdom to choose 
the one possible way of making 
British influence once more operative in that 
chaos from which for months we have been 
excluded. 

Admittedly this step is only a beginning. 
What its immediate results may be the near 
future will show, but there is a certain com- 
pelling force in courage and initiative, and 
we are by no means without hope that the 
new influences released by the Gavernment’s 
decision will gradually extend in scope and 
modify the situation for the better. It is 
satisfactory, also, go be assured that the 
Italian Government is already in essential 
agreement with our own. We do earnestly 
hope that the singularly grave and sincerity 
friendly statement made by the Government 
will make it far easier than before for our 
other Allies, and particularly for France, to 
join in a brogder effort for the final solution 
of this most oppressive and dangerous 
problem.

TERMS OF COMPENSATION. 


In reply to Mr. Davin, General Mulcahy 
said that in arfiving at the compensation pay- 
able in connection with premises com- 
mandeered by the military, the principle 
usually adopted was that such compensation 
should be inclusive of rates.

President Cosgrave said that it was due 
to Deputy Johnson and other deputies to 
acknowledge the indulgence of the House 
with regard to the business that had come 
before it for the last nine months. He ad- 
mitted that there was serious cause for com- 
plaint, but it was due to the circumstances 
of the time. The fact that it took some time 
to prepare certain measures, he thought, 
showed that there was no undue delay; for 
those measures had to be given careful con- 
sideration before they were brought before the 
House. ' 

They had not neglected any onnortunity of 
bringing business forward at the earliest 
saealin moment. There had, however, been 
other matters besides legislation to engage 
the attention of the Ministers. He should 
pay a tribute to all parties in the House for 
their indulgence. 

Mr. Johnson said that no case had been 
made for the motion except the personal 
convenience for members, Only last week the 
hours of the Friday's sittings had been 
changed, in order to allow members to go 
home. It would be a more reasonable pro- 
position to extend the Friday sitting than to 
putoff the Friday sitting one day and have an 
all-night sitting in the next week. : 

On “a division, the motion that the House 
should sit not later than 8 o’clock this morn- 
ling was carried by 42 votes against 15. 
wr. Johnson proposed that the House 
should adjourti for two hours “in order to 
allow the heat to pass.” The Speaker, how- 
ever, refused to accept the motion. The 
Standing Orders, he said, provided for an 
adjournment on ‘matters of urgency,” and 
he did not think that atmospheric conditions 
came into that category.

inquire into the same. 

Mr. O'Higgins said that there was nothing 
useful in the amendment, and it was de- 
feated without a division. 

The Minister accepted an amendment to the 
same sub-section, moved by Mr. O'Connell, to 
the effect that at any inquiry the Appeal 
Council should be furnished with the reports 
or certificates in virtue of which the person, 
whose case was being inquired into, was being 
detained. 


APPEAL COUNCILS. 


Mr. O’Shannon moved to insert after Sub 
Section 2, the following new sub-section :— 
““ Not less than ten days before any inquiry 
under this Section, the person whose case is 
to be inquired into shall be furnished with 
copies of the reports or certificates in virtue 
of which he is being detained, and with a 
statement of any charge or allegations against 
him, which it is proposed to lay before the 
Council, in justification of his detention.”’ 

Mr. 0’ Higgins said that in this amendment, 
as in others, they came definitely to the 
question of the character of these appeal 
councils, and he wanted the deputies 
t> keep. in mind that these were 
not courts. The whole principle of 
the bill was to give to the Executive, because 
of the emergency situation, the power of de- 
taining prisoners without trial or without 
charge. It was drastic, and could only apply 
to an emergency situation. One could talk for 
hours on the sound principle that a prisoner 
ought to be psn innocent until proved 
guilty, but every State in time of emergency 
asked its Parliament for drastic powers. 
Everything short of legal proof was called 
‘‘ suspicion,” something that could not be 
supported by strict evidence. 

These appeal councils were for the purpose 
of giving detained prisoners an opportunity of 
showing cause why they should not be de- 
tained further. e might at a later stage 
consider something to this effect—‘‘ That a 
detained person appealing to an appeal council 
shall be informed of what offences in the 
schedule of this Act he was suspected of.” 
That would give him the general ground on 
which -he 
He would not undertake fhat a prisoner would 
get a copy of the specific charge against 

im. 


A prisoner could bring before the appeal 
council evidence of good citizenship, and refe- 
rences as to good character, The Committee 
would hear a prisoner as to why he ought 
not to be detained; but anything further 
would give this tribunal the character of a 
court. These councils would be advisory de- 
partmental committees. 


THE BETTER WAY. 


Mr. Johnson said that it would be much 
better that the bill should actually state what 
the Minister desired, and that the House 
should know what it was agreeing to, The 
amendment was a reasonable one. 

Deputy Johnson wanted to know how a 
prisoner was to prove hig innocence on a 
charge that had not been made against 
him. The Minister should consider the 
amount of responsibility he was throwing on 
the appeal council. It would be much easier 
for that body to inquire into a case if the 
prisoner had some knowledge of the charge 
against him. 

The Minister for Home Affairs said that, as 
& matter of practice, the prisoners would re- 
ceive every information. 

On a division, the amendment was defeated 
by 39 votes to 13. 

Mr. Thomas Johnson moved to delete a 
certain portion of Sub-Section 3, and to sub- 
stitute therefor the words, ‘ And such Council 
has reported either (a) that the reasons given 
for the detention of such person are not 
han to justify his detention without 
trial; or (b) that, having regard to the period 
during which such person has already been 
detained, there is not sufficient reason íor con- 
tinuing his detention; then immediately upon 
receipt of the report of the Appeal Council 
the Executive Minister shall cause such a 
person to be set at liberty.” ) 

Mr. Gerald FitzGibbon, K.C., said that as 
this amendment covered the principles con- 
tained in the three following amendments in 
his name, and as he did not desire to g@ 
over the same ground again, he would supporf 
this amendment with the arguments whic 
he had in support of his own amendments, 


TWO PRINCIPLES. 


The two ruling principles involved were—{1) 
that the onus should not be on the man who 
was arrested on suspicion to prove that there 
was no reasonable ground for that suspicion ; 
and (2) that when the tribunal set up by 
Ministers to inquire into the question whether 
there were, or were not, reasonable grounds 
had reported that there were none, the man 
should be released. 

It seemed to him to go far beyond the 
justice and necessities of the case that, if 
there was no reasonable ground, a man should 
be further detained. He had every desire to 
support the Government, but he thought that 
this went too far.
